AFFIDAVITS. 

One of the affidavits filed with the 
commission was by John Liewellyn of 
the Liewellyn Iron Works. He says 
he has been familiar with the Tejon, 
or ridge, route for twenty years and 
that he has traveled that route and 
the Tehachep! Pass route at all sea- 
sons of the year. He says that about 
ten years ago he was stopping with 
other men near Gorman Station in- 
specting a mine. While there snow 
fell to the depth of a foot or more. 
During the ten days of his stay in the 
mountains he says the snowfall in the 
valley was very light and the road 
Was not rendered impassable during 
any of the time. 

In contradiction of a statement by 
Conrad Schieishmayer that the road 
was impassable at that time. Liewe!l- 
lym states that the delay upon the 
occasion referred to was not due to 
the snowfall but that. on the con- 
trary. the fall on the road was light 
and not sufficient to impede travel in 
any way. Liewellyn further states 
that in his experience a greater snow 
and rainfall ie to be found on the 
Tehachepi route than in Tejon Pass 
during the winter monthe. 

He says he has frequently traveied 
the Tehachepi rade and that they are 
frequently impasaabie: that upon one 
occasion he was detained two days on 
a trip from Caliente te Mojave by 
reason of a heavy snowfall. 

Henry A. Taylor. postmaster at Le 
bec, mays that he has tived in that 
place twentr-aix veers and for eight 
v carried the mail, from Neenach 
to Lehec by way of an station.

Alhambra Trustees Pieased with De- 
signe for City Hall Submitted by 
Los Angeles Architect. 
ALHAMBRA, Dec. 20.—The plans 

presented by Architects Parkinson & 

Bergstrom of Los Angeles for the 

new $40,000 City Hall for Alhambra 

have received the indorsement of the 

Board of Trustees. Some of the de- 

tails are not fully developed, but will 

be in a few days, when bids will be 
advertised for the construction. 

The plans provide for a building 
50x120 feet, to be placed twenty-four 
feet north of Main street, at the cor- 
ner of Main and Secend streets. The 
structure will be two stories and base- 
ment, finished in white ename! brick 
with terracotta trimming, composition 
roof, plate glass windows, steel beams 
and columns, metal lath and plas- 
tered partitions, office floors to be of 
hardwood, with oak trimming for the 
woodwork.

MAN SITS 
GUN ACROSS HIS KNEES. 


ONROVIA, Dec. 21.—Since the 
night of December 3, J. I. W. 
Fisher, a colored blacksmith liv- 
‘ing at the corner of Shamrock and 
White Oak avenues, has been quietly 
sitting up nights with a Winchester 
across his knees, waiting for the ful- 
Ulment ot the threats made in let- 
ters sent him, in which he was 
warned to mc ve or be burned dy- 
namited and sent to hell before 
Christmas. 

The first black hand missive was re- 
ceived on December 3, and stated that 
if Fisher dd not move out before 
Christmas, his house would be burned 
over his head, The letter was un- 
signed, was mailed at the Monrovia 
postofiice, and was partly printed and 
partly written in a secrawling, crude 
hand, with the evident intention of 
disguising the character of the writ- 
ing. The second epistle was received 
six days later, on December 9, and 
was of a much more threatening 
tone, stating, among other things, 
that the colored man would be dyna- 
mited if. he did not get out before 
the holidays. 

The letters now are in the hands of 
the postoffice inspectors, but as near- 
ly as Fisher remembers the last let- 
ter was about as follows: “We have 
changed our minds about using fire to 
destroy your property, for the reason 
that you might discover the fire and 
call out the engine, so we will use 
dynamite and blow 
where you will not need a house. We 
warn you again and advise you to 
move down among your kind, as you 
will never live to enjoy another 
Christmas on White Oak avenue. If 
you do not move before Christmas, 
we will cet the whole family and you 
will eat breakfast in hell.” The writ- 
ing was in the same crudely- disguised 
hand as in the first. :

The intended victim of these 
threats took the documents to Los 
, Angeles shortly after receiving the 
second, and placed them in the hands 
of the postal authorities, at the same 
time making a complaint at the of- 
fice of the District Attorney. Both 
branches of the legal force are now 
at work on the case, and have given 
Fisher the assurance that every ef- 
fort will be made to run to earth the 
author of the letters. 

| ‘The only possible excuse for such a 
course of action on the part of any 
sane individual arises from the fact 
that Fisher, a colored man, owns 
property in what is becoming a choice 
residence section of the city, the Fair- 
mont tract, and that certain property 
owners in the same tract strongiy de- 
sire him out. Most of the residents of 
the district, however, recognize his 
rights as a citizen, and many are tak- 
ing his part in the controversy, which 
has been entirely good-natured until 
the receipt of the mailed threats cast 
a sinister shadow over the colored 
man’s home. Fisher has been hold- 
ing his property at a reasonable fg 
ure, according to realty dealers, and 
there is no reason for anyone to think 
that the lote are being held at an ex- 
orbitant figure. 

Most people think that the whole 
thing is a clumsy attempt to frighten 
the colored man into moving down in- 
to the cglored section of the town, but 
Fisher kes the matter more seri- 
ously, and today made the statement 
that he would soon in a position to 
prove the authorship of the letters.

“Let There Be Light.” 
ADIANT FLOOD 
FOR CHRISTMAS. 


At midnight-the 24th and 25th inst., 
if the sky is aloudless, good eyes 
should be able to read coarse print 
by moonlight. The moon will then 
be full and nearly in the zenith, 
consequently its light will pass 
through the least possible mass of 
the atmosphere. At the same time 
the moon will be in perigee, that is, it 
will be in that part of its slightly 
eccentric orbit when it is nearest the 


earth. In other words it will be only 
221,000 miles distant, while it 
swings back to a of 


253,000 miles when in apogee or at 
the most distant part of its orbit. 

Now the brightness of a light de- 
pends on its distance from the object 
which it itluminates. If you halve 
the distance you quadruple the light. 
On the other hand it you double the 
distance you diminish its brightness 
to one-fourth. Thus the moon will 
give 45 per cent. more light Tuesday 
night than it would two weeks later 
if *then full. 


the 

At one time it will move in a very 
low arc like the oon te 
another time it moves in a very arc 
like the sun in summer. On the 24th 
inst. it will describe an arc 
the zenith than the sun ever goes th 
the extent of five degrees. It will be 
nearly overhead. 

But there is another factor that wm 
contribute to the brightness of the 
evening. The moves in a slightly 
elliptical orbit fits great 
round the*sun, 
— it 
be in the opposite part of its orbit 
July 1, 1913, when it will be in 
aphelion. This means that the moon 
will recefve a greater amount of light 
which can be reflected to the earth on 
Christmas night than ft will again be 
for a year to come. 

Here is an extraordinary combina- 
tion of events. The moon in perigee, 
at its nearest to the earth: crossing 
the meridian at the highest altitude 
ever attainable; the earth at perthe- 
lion, is nearest approach to the sun, 
in consequence of which the latter 
itiuminates the face of the moon with 
greater power than it will again dur- 
ing the next twelve months. This 
peculiar combination of the positions 
of the three astronomical bodies 
sun, moon and earth, cannot occur: 
again for several vears. Yet the dif-

go up in leaps and bounds, or the 
great thirteen-inch guns may belch 
their death-dealing projectiles. 

And in just the same way, back 
stage in a big show, the stage director 
“puts on” the play. He too, has his 
little conning tower, and from his post 
close by the big house switchboard, he 
transmits his commands, by bell, 
flashlight or buzzer, all parts of the 
house. 

He is the captain, and should one 
of his orders go astray, there would 
be chaos, and failure. 

Take “Ben Hur” for example, which 
begins a week's engagement at the 
Mason Operahouse tomorrow night! 

How many of phe thousands who 
have sat out in front and seen the 
Star of Bethlehem rise in the east: 
have been thrilled by the great chariot 
race, or marvelled at the “Light of 
Christ,” have not wondered just how 
these things were done, and more 
especially, who does them. 

It is not an unusual thing to see at 
one time, on the stage, three or four 
persons whose salaries for that one 
performance would total several 
thousand dollars, yet the throwing of 
the wrong spotlight, the dropping of 
the curtain at the wrong moment, the 
absence of a certain “prop” would 
make these players a laughing stock 
and the man who could do this 16 
probably drawing thirty dollars a 
week, or a good deal leas. 

_ “Ben Hur“ carries nearly seventy- 
five men whom the public never sees, 
and they can make or break a show. 
Most of them are on the stage at the 
same time, yet there is no confusion; 
each has his post and ali are dom-

ter, William Ayres, dominates the sit- 
uation. He hgs direct charge of the 
115 hangi Pieces, or scenes. Put 
end to end they would reach for four 
miles. ‘Bhey are Irish linen and 
worth 45 cents a yard. 

He has forty-five men under him 
and each man has his station. Fifteen 
are on each side of the stage, and the 
other fifteen, called “flymen,” are in 
the lofts. 

Each division is in charge of an as- 
sistant master,. who transmits the or- 
ders of the master himself. When 
scenes are being shifted, the master 
carpenter stands in the center of the 
stage and directs the work. Every 
piece must be hung to the fraction of 
an inch, else the whole thing will go 
awry. 

After an engagement, the master 
earpenter is responsible for the trans- 
poration. He must “run his packs,” 
that is, get the last act at the bot- 
tom, so that in the next town he 
scenery can be unloaded and set up 
in the order needed. 2 

On stage, everything has to go like 
lightning, with the result that each 
individual has very little real actual 
labor. Each “slide man” does less 
than thirty minutes of ft, striking and 
setting one piece for each of the six 
acts. 

In the filles each man has a sta- 
tion, or rope, and is numbered to cor- 
respond to his station. His actual 
work is even less than that of the 
man on the stage, but everything has 
to be done just right—that is the all 
important thing. 

In the third act there is a dark 
change, everything shifted as if by 
magic, and a tiny searchlight is 
flashed along the station numbers in 
the flies, so that each man can find his 
proper rope. 

This change is made in fifteen sec- 
onds. Forty pieces are shifted in this 
time, and lo and behold, the grove of 
Daphne has supplanted the Temple of 
Apollo.

Mr. Ayres handles the big rac@ 
scene personally. There are four 
earloads of paraphernalia and it 
takes sixteen men nearly two weeks 
to build the scene. Yet on the stage 
it lasts but one minute. 

The method of operation is inter- 
esting. A tiny switchboard sends the 
cues to motors, lights, treadmill and 
horses. The whole thing is concen- 
trated in a few square inches of 
space. The director, from a position 
of vantage, can see all that takes 
place and govern the action of the 
scene and avert troubles. 

‘These troubles ure liable to come 
in almost any form, too A horse 
may stumble or fall, a fuse may blow 
out, one of the treadmills may stick, 
but it's all pam of the game, and 
if any part of the apparatus fails to 
respond as it should, some one gets 
into trouble.

GREAT REFORMS. 
These great reforms are but the 


result of the ‘iatural moral force of 


the Chinese, combined with the en- 
lightenment of the West. Once freed 
from the long crushing thralidom of 
the Manchus, the Chines: have leaped 
to the front rank of moral reform. 
It ie true that opium and gambling in 
Canton were prohibited before the 
revolution came, the latter only a 
few months before, but they were the 
results of agitation through those at- 
tempting to get at the root of the 
matter. under the inertia of the 
Mauchu government, and who were 
Thé Manchus thought to 
throw them off the trail by permitting 
lesser reforms. 


It is noteworthy that within three 
months after the new Cantonese gov- 
ernment was form and the present 
corps of officials was well estab- 
lished, this city, once the worst of the 
marts of China, has become a model 
city. 

THREE LINES. 


To trace the history of these revo- 
lutionary changes we must look 
along three lines. The Chinese have 
a deep-rooted sense of the right 
thing. Confucius taught an upright 
moral code, and every . teacher 
throughout the land has literally 
beaten it into the minds of the stu- 
dent class. Such training often leads 
to the refusal of the teaching, but 
nevertheless the recognition of its 
value is implanted deep in the race 
fiber. 

Second, the influence of students 
returning from abroad, and of foreign 
schools in China. A Chinese youth 
studying in America or England may 
not appear there to be enthused with 
the wonders of civilization and ma- 
chinery around him. But when he 
returns to his own country and sees 
the contrast, one of two things hap- 
pens; total d of his country 
and the resultant loss of his newly- 
born patriotism in the desire for 
gain, or he throws himself heart and 
soul into what place he sees needs 
him. Most of the officials are of this 
latter class, or of those who have 
been educated in foreign schools in 
China. 
The foreign schools in China are 
centers of the new life. The observer 
is struck not only with the conserva- 
tion of the patriotic spirit of the stu- 
dents in these institutions, but also 
with the importation of the best ideals 
of the West without the evils at- 
tending our modern civilization. And 
these students are the leaders. In 
the Canton government the Commis- 
sioner of Education is W. K. Chung, 
dean of the Canton Christian Col- 
lege, who received his western edu- 
eation in that school. The Commis- 
sioner of Civil Affairs was the first 
graduate of that institution. The 
Commissioner of Foreign Affairs is 
an honored graduate of Queen's Col- 
lege, Hongkong. In the north, St. 
John’s University and others have 
contributed a large share of the pres- 
ent staff of progressive officials. 

Third, the influence of religion in 
the revolution. Wherever the re- 
Union of the western world has gone 
the people have risen to a higher 
standard and have become more able 
to govern themselves. This naturally 
engenders ‘a spirit of independence. 
China, under the lead of good men, 
worked quietly but effectually for 
manhood freedom and political sov- 
ereignty. In the first group of of- 
ficials of the new government of Can- 
ton five of the eight were Christians, 
and now four of the nine are profes-

Wife of the Newly-elected Member of Congress from the First District 
of Rhode Island Was a Belle of International Fame.

young Peter Gerry of Rhode Island to 
u seat in the lower House. Apart from 
the charming personality of Mr. and 
Mrs. Gerry, their names recall many 
important chapters of history. Mr. 
represents the sixth generation 
is name to figure in the national 
annals and his friends predict that 
as a lawmaker he will add new lau- 
reis to the name. 
He comes in direct line from the 
Signer, Eldridge Gerry of Marbie- 
head a member of the Conti- 


mental Congress from 117¢ to 1780, a- 


commissioner sent by the infant re- 
public to France in 1789, Governor 
of Massachusetts and Vice-President 
of the United States from 1813 to 1814. 
Mr. Gerry is one of the long line of 
Vice-Presidents who died in office. 
Eldridge Thomas Gerry, the distin- 
guished lawyer and philanthropist, is 
his grandfather. In Mrs. Gerry, for- 
merty Miss Mathilde Townsend, cen- 
ters much interesting political his- 
tery connected with dawn of the rall-

‘meanor. An only child of parents 
who idolized her and eventual! co-heir 
h her cousin, Mra Ronalds of New 
ork, of the vast estate left by W- 
tam I. Scott of Erie, she was most 
earefully educated at home under spe- 
claily selected teachers. Her child- 
hood and hood were passed here 
and Washingtonians. feel an especial 
pride in all that relates to her future. 
Though it is popular to count Levi 
. Leiter as the pioneer millionaire 
te select Washington as a winter home 
and to erect a mansion which at the 
time surpassed all other private dwell- 
ings here, yet before the coming of the 
Letters many others who had felt the 
charm of Washington while in offi- 
cial life had selected it as a perma- 
nent home. Among tbese were the 
late Richard A. Townsend of Philadel- 
phia, and his wife, who is the elder 
of the two daughters left by that pic- 
turesque and well beloved railroad 
magnate still lovingly dubbed “Bill 
Scott of Erie.” When her father 
served in the lower House with dis- 
tinguished success, Mra. Townsend 
recognized now desirable a city Wash- 
ington could be and what varied in- 
terests one could find.

IS SHOW PLACE.

One ot the most beautiful of the 
tial show places of Los 
Angeles is the home of Henry T. Haz- 
ard, former Mayor and a city pioneer, 
at Third, Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire, in the Bimini district. The 
house, which was completed a year 
ago, is of a stately classic design and 
occupies sightly grounds of between 
three and four acres in extent. The 
Jandscaping is not as yet complete al- 
though the site, with its formal gag- 
dens, pergolas, pool and Greek tem- 
ple is today one of the most highly 
improved properties in Los Angeles. 

The dwelling was planned by Eager 
& Eager. The walis of the place, at 
the behest of the owner, were built of 
heavy redwood timbers, planed and 
finished to a perfectly smooth surface, 
grooved together and laid in ofl: The 
wall surface was thus made into a 
smoothed single piece, unbroken ex- 
cept for the windows and doors. The 
whole was painted pure white, a white 
with no sign of roughness. 
is of red clay tile. 

The interior finish is in keeping 
with the elegance of the exterior. 
The reception hall and corridors are in 
tobasco mahogany and both dining 
and breakfast-rooms are in Juana 
Costa mahogany. The drawing-room 
and billiard-room are in oak. The 
upstairs rooms are in white enamel, 
with doors of solid mahogany. The 

great stairway which winds from the 
main hall to the upper chambers is 
of solid mahogany. In all there are 
twenty-two rooms in the place. 

The grounds lie at the northwest 
corner of Third and New Hampshire 
streets, the later thoroughfare hav- 
ing been cut through by Hazard from 
First street to Third. The former city 
executive, however, owns a solid piece 
of thirty acres fronting for a quarter 
of a mile on Vermont avenue and ex- 
tending westward to Catalina street. 
From New Hampshire street to Ver- 
mont avenue he has graded and laid 
out the property until it in reality 
comprises one beautiful estate. The 
only other house on the property is 
the stately home of Hazard's law part- 
Edmond A. Straus, the site of 


Hazard acquired a tract of eighty 
acres along the present west line of 
Vermont avenue and extending south 
of Temple street thirty years ago, re- 
ceiving the holding as a legal fee for 
recovering a large amount of govern- 
ment land in the same vicinity for a 
client. A quarter of a century ago 
he sold to John W. Mitchell the ten- 
acre piece at the’ northwest corner of 
Vermont and First, where is situat- 


ed the beautiful place of the later.

Former Los Angeles Man Erecting 
Fifteen Thousand Dollar House in 
Foothills at Casa Verdugo. 

GLENDALE, Dec. 21.—H. P. 
Siberell, formerly of Los Angeles, is 
erecting what will probably be the 
finest residence in this valley at the 
corner of Milford street.and Central 
avenue. This house will cost about 
$15,000. The lot is 100x170 feet, and 
commands an excellent view of the 
Casa Verdugo hills and the valley. 
It will contain. eleven rooms, three 
dressing-rooms and two bathrooms. 


room opens on a porch or balcony. 
There will fe a two-story garage suf- 
ficiently large to accommodate two 
automobiles. 

Two valuable buildings were started 
this week in the business district.

boulevard and Broadway ‘and will be 
the first, three-story business block in 
this city. t will cost about $25,000.

Chrysanthemum Is Popular. 
[New York World: It is some- 
thing more than a century since the 
flower of the Chinese extraction with 
a Greek name made its way into 
Europe. The first English exhibitions 
of chrysanthemums was held about 
ninety years ago, and the current ex- 
hibition of the American Institute in 
this city is its eighty-first. Most of 
the development of the chrysanthe- 
mum under cultivation has taken 
place in the last quarter of a century, 
and the result, as observed in the in- 
finity of varieties, ranging from the 
tiny pompons to the mammoth plants 
too large to enter a hotel’s doors, is a 
wonder story of fioriculture. 

The chrysanthemum is no longer 
a “gold flower” only, but one refiect- 
ing every hue of the spectrum.

A LESSON FOR THE COUNTRY. 

“Coming back to Philadelphia—and 
that is the city which concerns me 
the most—lI think that market houses 
within easy walking distances of all 
our homes would lessen the prices of 
food. The housewife, basket on her 
arm, could bargain with the dealers, 
some of whom would be farmers sell- 
ing the poultry, eggs, fruits and veg- 
etables they raised themselves. Cen- 
ters of distribution, I would call the 
market houses.

“Should municipalities own and op- 
erate their public utilities?” 

“Yes, if our cities are to be gov- 
erned by honest, competent and in- 
dependent men; never, if, as at pres- 
ent, they are to be governed by poli- 
ticlans. We had a municipal gas 
works in Philadelphia for many 
years. Men got rich and, dying, left 
large fortunes to their families. Taint- 
ed fortunes, I term them. There was 
graft to the amount of $1 a ton on 
all the coal sold to the city. Finally, 
matters having grown so scandalous, 
many active men, John Wanamaker 
and myself among them, urged that 
the city go out of the gas business. 
The plant was leased to the United 
Gas improvement Company for a 
period of thirty years. The lessee was 
required to spend $15,000,000 for 
extensions and improvements, and to 
pay the city a part of its revenues. 

“Gas is now sold to the consumers 
for $1 a thousand cubic feet. Twenty 
per cent. of the money goes into the 
treasury of the city. Our receipts 
from that source alone will amount 
to $1,800,000 this year. When the 
public finances are on the basis to- 
ward which I am working I shall be 
in favor of giving the consumer his 
gas at 80 cents and thus letting him 
get the benefits of the lease. In 1927 
the gas works revert to the city with- 
out cost. 


HIS OPINIONS ABOUT SOCIALISM. 


“I am not a Socialist, but there are 
thoughts in socialism which should 
be studied carefully. Numerically, the 
Socialists are stronger in Germany 
than any other party. Excellent laws 
have been enacted in that country be- 
cause of socialistic agitation. Old age 
pensions is one of the laws; provision 
for the care of the Ill and helpless is 
another. If a servant were working 
for my mother, she, my mother and 
the State would each pay a certain 
sum to the pension fund so that when 
the servant became old she would 
have some means of support. The 
theory is sensible and just, and has 
been copied by Great Britain. 

“But public control of the agencies 
of production, of farms, stores, fac- 
tories, mills, and rafiroads is a wholly 
different proposal. It would be im- 
possibie, unless all men were alike, 
wanting to wear the same kind of 
clothing and to eat sauerkraut every 
day. Men are not alike, and 
giad they are not—it would be a 
weary world f they were. Besides, 
there can never be a dead level of 
property any more than there can be 
a dead level of talents and aptitudes. 
Divide today, equally as to money, 
stocks of goods, and houses and lands, 
and the equilibrium would be epotled 
before sundown and another distribu- 
tion would be necessary tomorrow.

KILL ESCAPED CONVICT. 

SHOT RESISTING ARREST.

GLOBE (Ariz.) Dec. 19.—Lorenso 
Guiterrez escaped from the convict 
road camp in the Pinal Mountains 
Sunday night and yesterday afternoon 
was shot and killed near Ft. Thomas 
by Sam Hinton, a cattleman, and a 
companion who were attempting his 
Guiterrez bought clothing at 
Ft. Thomas and started away east on 
foot. His identification was made by 
the local telegraph operator.

STRIKE AT CANANEA. 

MEXICAN MINERS ARE OUT. 

[Special Correspondence to The Times. 
NAco (Aru.) Dec. 19.—Late arri- 
vals from Cananea state that condi- 
tions ut that camp are very similar 
to those of several years ago, in that 
a large proportion of the Mexican 
miners are on strike, restless and in- 
cendiary in tone. At the time of the 
former troubles, the camp was almost 
defenseless and several hundred Amer- 
icans rushed in from Bisbee and Doug- 
las to defend property and life. Now 
nearly a regiment of Mexican soldiery 
is at hand to maintain order, the local

several hundred from Nogales. About 
780 men are said to be striking out 
of a force of at least 2500. 

A report that the men had de- 
manded eight hours’ work instead of 
nine and 25 per cent. increase in 
wages is denied by the management, 
which states that no application has 
been made for higher wages and 
which claims that full shifts ars be- 
ing worked on all mines. The trouble 
began several days ago on the arrest 
of five miners for disorderly conduct. 
Several hundred of their fellow work- 
men paraded the streets and repre- 
sentatives of the local Miners’ Union, 
said to have a strength of about 600, 
made a demand for the release of the 
prisoners. But the local authorities 
and Dr. L. D. Ricketts, manager of 
the Greene-Cananea Copper Company, 
have refused to treat with the strikers 
and are considering them simply as 
men who have quit their jobs with ut 
provocation. There seems to be little 
indication of any anti-American feel- 
ing in the present trouble.

{St. Louis Globe Democrat: ] A dis- 
astrous outcome ot the old-age pen- 
sions act fn England is revealed by 
a report prepared by H. 8. Ruther- 
glen, superintendent, relieving officer 
to the Wandsworth Union, and read 
recently at a meeting of the Wands- 
worth Board of Guardians. . 

This report was prepared by Mr. 
Rutherglen, after a close inquiry into 
the cases of old-age pensioners ad- 
mitted to the guardians’ institutions. 

It reveals an amazing state of af- 
fairs, which demands immediate in- 
quiry by the government into the 
whole question of the administra- 
tion of old-age ns. 

This, in ae ag the contrast it 
presents: Penalizing the independent. 
Old people, unwilling to come on the 
rates, are driven to starvation. Sub- 
sidizing the shiftiess. Those who have 
no such hesitation are paid to become 
guests of the rate-payer. 

Mr. Rutherglen severely criticises 
in his report one particular effect of 
the act—that it encourages old people 
to fight against the impossible. 

FOUND IN THE STREETS. 

“I find,” he writes, “that over 100 
persons of 70 years of age and up- 
ward have been admitted to the vari- 
ous institutions without a relieving of- 


ficer’s order. 

“The larger number of these cases 
were found fil and destitute in the 
streets and taken in by the police; 
the rest applied personally for admis- 
sion at the gates of the institutions. 

“Only in nine cases were they found 
to be in possession of an old-age pen- 
sion book.

“In the event of a woman having 
to enter an institution for her con- 
finement, no matter under what cir- 
cumstances, she loses the maternity 
benefit of 30 shillings, for which she 
or her husband has paid. (As a re- 
lieving officer I had considerable 
knowledge of these and cannot 
help thinking this clause will cause 
needless suffering ani endanger the 
lives of many women.) 

OPPORTUNITY FOR FRAUD. 


“Yet, old-age pensioners (no mat- 
ter of how drunken, immoral or de- 
praved a character, so long as they 
have escaped imprisonment within a 
certain number of years), who have 
not contributed a copper coin to- 
wards their pensions, can remain in 
an institution for an indefinite period 


and claim all arrears of pensions on 


discharge, and in the event of their 
death the next-of-kin can claim, and 
be paid, all arrears of pensions to 
the date of death. *
